T)  isnop  o’learv,  with  the  confidence  of  a  devout  Christian  and  de- 
^  voted  prelate,  died  content  to  await  God's  word,  and  to  forego  the 
pointless  tribute  of  a  eulogy  for  the  only  word  that  matters,  the  one  which 
contains  God’s  estimation  of  us,  of  our  work,  and  of  our  worth. 

Bishop  O’Leary  was  ever  of  a  retiring  nature ;  indeed  his  remark¬ 
able  restraint  was  not  a  passive  virtue;  his  love  for  prayer  formed  in 
him  an  abiding  awareness  of  being  constantly  in  the  Hand  of  God,  so 
that  he  was  ready  for  the  call  of  the  Master  at  any  moment  of  his  epis¬ 
copacy. 

When  it  became  evident  early  in  the  morning  of  Monday,  October 
tenth,  that  the  end  might  not  be  far  oflf,  his  priests  hastened  to  his  bed¬ 
side.  There  they  remained  until  the  end,  watching  with  anxious  eye  a 
gradual  ebbing  of  their  father’s  strength,  witnessing  his  final  profession 
of  Faith,  reciting  the  heads  and  litanies:  his  soul  slipped  away  even  as 
they  watched. 

Among  the  monuments  of  zeal  and  charity  which  Bishop  O’Leary 
has  left  behind  him, — schools,  colleges,  convents,  hospitals,  churches,  and 
orphanages — let  us  number  also  the  example  of  his  graciousness  and 
serenity.  If  we  follow  it,  we  have  some  assurance  of  a  happy  life  even 
in  this  vale  of  tears. 

May  God  grant  him  His  eternal  rest  with  the  princes  of  His  people, 
the  high-priests  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.  His  eulogy  will  he  spoken 
in  Heaven  where  God  will  be  his  eulogist  and  the  arches  of  Heaven  will 
he  the  sounding  board  of  the  tribute  to  be  paid  to  him  forever  more.

Paul’s  Cathedral,  Worcester,  on  March  7, 
1950,  Bishop  John  J.  Wright  was  officially 
installed  as  bishop  of  the  new  Diocese  of  Wor¬ 
cester.  He  was  handed  the  Crozier,  the  symbol 
of  authority,  by  Archbishop  Cushing  of 
Boston. 

By  this  act.  Bishop  Wright  became  spiritual 
leader  over  200,000  Roman  Catholics  in  Wor¬ 
cester  county,  the  diocesan  area.

States  diocese  took  the  reins  of  the  newest 
diocese  humbly,  with  quiet  words  expressing 
his  deep  purpose.

THE  SISTERS  OF  ST.  JOSEPH 


The  history  of  the  Relij.^ious  Sisterhood  of 
Saint  Joseph  really  began  during  the  life 
of  Mother  Saint  John  Fonthonne  which  span¬ 
ned  a  momentous  period  of  modern  history. 
During  this  period  of  extensive  social  up¬ 
heaval,  Mother  Saint  John  was  chiefly  con¬ 
cerned  about  loving  God  and  manifesting  this 
love  in  training  God’s  little  ones. 

W  hen  she  was  only  thirty  years  of  age. 
the  storm  of  the  French  Revolution  broke. 
All  France  was  ablaze.  Soon  the  new  rulers 
secularized  all  church  property  and  demanded 
from  the  Clergy  and  Religious,  an  oath  of 
fidelity  to  the  Schismatic  Constitutional 
Church.  Driven  from  her  convent,  Mother 
Saint  John  steadfastly  refused  to  betray  her 
faith.  Stripped  of  her  habit  and  deprived  of 
her  home,  this  holy  Sister  of  Saint  Joseph 
was  compelled  to  go  into  hiding.  The  revolu¬ 
tionaries  however,  were  not  satisfied  with 
thus  aflflicting  the  Religious,  but  even  insisted 
upon  their  loyalty  or  their  blood.  So  we  find 
^Mother  Saint  John  cast  into  prison  and  con¬ 
demned  to  the  guillotine. 

In  spite  of  all  these  outrages  and  the  se¬ 
vere  experiences  of  confinement  in  a  dungeon 
for  nearly  two  years,  Mother  Saint  John 
patiently  and  resignedly  submitted  to  the  will 
of  God.  Finally  she  was  notified  that  her  day 
had  come.  Calmly  she  prepared  herself  for 
martyrdom,  but  God  however,  had  decreed 
otherwise.  The  wholly  unexpected  happened 
when,  on  the  day  before  the  one  on  which 
Mother  Saint  John’s  head  was  to  fall,  Robe- 
s])ierre's  own  head  fell  in  Paris. 

The  doors  of  the  prisons  fiew  open  anrl 
prisoners  were  released  again  to  enjoy  God’s 
pure  air.  INIother  Saint  John,  however,  like 
thousands  of  other  Religious,  stepped  out  into 
a  world  in  which  she  had  no  home.  Convents, 
schools,  chapels,  and  hospitals  had  been  con¬ 
fiscated  or  destroyed.  This  was  the  work  for 
which  ( )ur  Lord  had  saved  her — to  reorganize 
the  Religious  Sisterhood  of  Saint  Joseph. 


This  task  was  revealed  to  Mother  Saint 
John  when  Cardinal  Fesch  summoned  her 
from  her  obscure  village  to  come  to  Lyons 
in  order  that  she  might  gather  and  reorganize 
the  scattered  remnants  of  the  Sisters  of 
Saint  Joseph  as  a  potent  and  effective  agency 
in  reviving  the  faith.  Encountering  the  tre¬ 
mendous  and  widespread  disturbances  of  the 
period,  Mother  Saint  John  with  supreme 
faith  and  implicit  trust  in  divine  Providence, 
thrust  herself  whole-heartedly  into  the  work. 

Beginning  in  obscurity  and  misery  she 
labored  with  a  most  zealous  spirit  to  cooperate 
with  the  archbishop.  From  all  quarters,  parish 
priests  were  clamoring  for  Sisters  in  their 
schools.  The  Sisters  endeavored  then,  as  now, 
to  satisfy  as  well  as  possible,  these  demands. 
They  visited  the  jails,  opened  orphanages, 
founded  institutions  for  deaf  mutes  and  set 
up  trade  schools.  Mother  Saint  John’s  apostolic 
zeal  embraced  every  need  of  the  Church  and 
encompassed  every  type  of  human  misery. 

At  the  same  time,  she  was  reorganizing 
separate  and  independent  houses  of  her  com¬ 
munity  in  one  centrally  administered  and  ef¬ 
ficiently  functioning  religious  family.  The 
work  of  the  ^Missions  came  next.  Bishop  Ro- 
sati  of  Saint  Louis  had  appealed  to  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Twons  for  French  priests  and  funds 
for  his  forlorn  diocese.  He  did  not  ask  for 
Sisters  because  he  would  not  have  been  able 
to  support  them.  However,  a  French  noble¬ 
woman,  seeing  the  advantages  of  Sisters  in 
the  New  MMrld  financed  the  voyage  of  the 
Sisters.  In  1836  the  first  group  of  Sisters  of 
Saint  Joseph  arrived  in  St.  Louis  to  settle  at 
Carondolet.  The  Archbishop  of  Philadelphia, 
noting  the  marvelous  work  accomplished  by 
the  Sisters  in  Saint  Louis,  brought  them  into 
his  diocese.  At  the  invitation  of  Bishop  Lough- 
lin,  the  Sisters  came  to  Brooklyn.  FTom 
Brooklyn,  foundations  were  made  in  Boston, 
Ifittsburgh.  Burlington  and  the  Springfield 
diocese.

1  )eceinl)(.‘r  twenty- fourth  amid  the  joyous 
of  church  hells,  d'liou.sands  throni^ed 
the  Vatican  llasilica  for  the  solemn  pageantry 
of  the  otiening. 

'Hie  Pope  took  the  siK’cr  hammer  pre¬ 
sented  him  by  Italian  workmen  and  in  a  beau¬ 
tiful  religious  ceremony  opened  the  door 
through  which  six  million  pilgrims  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  pass  during  the  Holy  Year.  He  told 
the  people  that  this  ceremony  was  no  mere 
traditional  act  hut  a  symbolic  rite  of  high 
importance  not  only  for  Christians  hut  for 
the  whole  human  race.  After  the  door  had 
been  opened,  the  Pope  said  a  brief  prayer, 
rose  and  walked  alone  through  the  open  door 
of  ' the  great  basilica. 

A  ‘half-million  Romans  and  ten  thous¬ 
and  ])ilgrims  passed  through  the  newdy-open- 
ed  door  of  St.  Peter’s  to  take  part  in  ancient 
rites.  Many  of  the  multitude  paused  to  kiss 
the  casement  of  the  holy  door.  The  Holy 
Year  is  a  time  in  which  faithful  pilgrims  to 
Rome  are  jiromised  a  plenary  indulgence,  the 
jiardon  of  punishments  due  to  sins  of  the 
past. 

The  door  will  be  left  open  this  year  and 
will  he  sealed  next  Christmas  for  another 
twenty-five  years.  Thou.sands  of  other  jnl- 
grims  passed  through  the  holy  doors  of  Rome’s 
three  other  patriarchial  basilicas,  viz.,  St. 
Marv  Major,  .St.  John  Tuiteran,  and  .St.  Paul’s, 
d'he  Pope’s  representative  presided  at  the  ojien- 
ing  of  the  holy  doors  in  each  of  these  three 
churches,  d'he  Holy  Year  was  greeted  joyfullv 
but  yet  with  a  solemnity  in  the  air  that  makes 
us  remember  that  the  world  is  still  not  at  peace. 

W’e  can  have  peace  and  the  Holy  Year 
will  bring  the  world  peace,  if  we  pray  for  the 
Holy  Y’ear  aims  wdiich  are  a  general  return 
to  Christ,  loyalty  to  the  Catholic  Church  and 
defense  of  its  rights. 


DIRECTORS  OF  EDUCATION 


Rev.  John  R.  Rooney,  Ph.  D.  ordained  in 
1916,  studied  and  tau^dit  in  the  School  of 
Education  at  the  Catholic  University  of 
America  from  1924  to  1933.  Made  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Schools  in  the  Springfield  Diocese  in 
1936,  revised  the  entire  school  curricula,  in¬ 
stituted  inter -community  inspection  and  raised 
the  school  system  to  its  present  high  plane. 


St.  Mary’s  High  School  has  always  con¬ 
sidered  two  elements  essential  to  the  true 
enlargement  of  the  mind.  These  two  factors 
are  religious  and  intellectual.  The  basic  and

Before  five  hundred  cheerin^s:  fans,  the 
fightinjj  Irish  of  St.  Mary’s  High  School  were 
heaten  by  the  Xorthbridge  “Rams”  13-7,  at 
the  opening  of  the  1949  football  season  at 
Fino  Field  on  the  seventeenth  of  September. 
The  whistle  sounded,  the  kickofi'  soared 
downfield  and  the  game  was  on.  Northbridge

pass  and  led  at  the  half  12-0.  St.  Mary’s 
made  a  valiant  comeback  in  the  second  half, 
culminating  in  Capt.  Shugrue  scoring  a  smash 
ofiF  left  tackle.  Bu.ster  Carline  rushed  the 
point  but  time  ran  out  before  the  Saints  could 
score  the  equalizer. 

On  the  following  Saturday,  a  highly 
spirited  St.  Mary’s  football  team  tucked  away 
a  well  earned  6-0  victory  over  Medfield  High 
School,  when  Jim  Jeflfers  plunged  over  to  pay¬ 
dirt  from  the  one  foot  line. 

Coach  Sayle’s  efficiency  experts  next  con¬ 
vened  in  Leicester  and  in  a  bitterly  contested 
struggle  were  tied  by  the  “Mules”,  12-12. 
Gene  Cenedella  playing  an  impressive  game 
at  halfback  scored  both  touchdowns  for  the 
Saints.  Next  stop :  Uxbridge. 

Valiant  but  outclassed,  an  undermanned 
St.  Mary’s  team  journeyed  to  battle  an  Ux¬ 
bridge  team  which  was  seeking  its  twenty- 
fifth  consecutive  victory.  Uxbridge,  considered 
one  of  the  finest  schoolboy  teams  in  the  state, 
had  little  trouble  in  defeating  the  smaller  but 
courageous  Saints,  25-0.  Next  stop :  Wren- 
tham.

On  the  following  Saturday,  an  injury- 
riddled  St.  Mary’s  team  was  dissected  by  a 
powerful  M’hitman  eleven  28-0.  Mdutman, 
which  was  ranked  one  of  the  outstanding 
teams  in  Class  B,  was  just  too  much  for  the 
Saints.
